On to Harbin. 


“Worse and worse becomes the plight 
of Russia in its struggle with the Japs 
jn the Far East. Every day still 
prings tidings of some fresh defeat of 
the Tear's forces, and the victorious 
Jap presses ever forward. : 

At the moment of writing, а san- 
cuinary and terrible fight is proceeding 
north of Tieling. The Russian armieg 
are flying to Harbin, and are con- 
stantly engaged with the Japanese, 
who follow hard on their heels, 
threatening them with complete des- 
truction. 

At Harbia the Russians will be 
reinforced by an army of 120,000 men 
fresh from Europe, who should have 
arrived more than a fortnight ago but 
for a block оп the Siberian line, which 
was kepta profound secret at the time. 

It is stated that 19,000 men were 
killed in the battle of Tieling, and that 
the Japanese captured eighty guns. 
The Russians, being driven out of the 
town, destroyed two-thirds of their 
stores of provisions, and now, being in 
a desolate and barren waste, are in 
danger of starvation. 


Captures at Tieling. 


The following telegram,dated Tokyo, 
March 17th, has been received at the 
Japanese Legation :— А 

* The railway station and facilities 
at Tieling are existing on large scale, 
rivalling those of Liaoyang. Large 
quantities of Russian provisions and 
fodder were stored. Nearly two-thirds 
of them were burned by the enemy. 

“ Trophies are considerable, but not 
yet counted. Prisoners in the direction 
of our right are numerous, exact 
numbers not yet being reported.” 


A Mighty Crematorium. | 


Great fires were burning in all 
directions, where the bodies of the 
Japanese dead were being cremated 
after Mukden. The bodies of the 
Russians were being buried. The

fighting at 350,000 on each side, and | 


the total number of men in the two 
armies at more than a million.

after a severe fight. The successful 
Conclusion of this movement makes it 
tho greatest recorded in modern 
history The Japanese forces have

covered almost ninety miles in a 
fortnight, fighting practically every 
inch of the way. 

Desperate Risks. 

The success of the move on Mukden 
depended on the ability of the left 
armies to carry out the difficult and 
dangerous work assigned to them. 

The Port Arthur veterans cut the 
railway. north of Mukden. While 
guarding the cut they were attacked 
by a vastly superior force of retreating 
Russians, and after a severe fight 
were forced to fall back from the line. 


In the meantime General Oku’s; 


army was desperately fighting against 
a superior force, which was strongly 
entrenched in the villages. 4 

The critical moment came оп the 
night of the 8th, when Nogi, fearing 
that his army would be unable to with- 
stand the frenzied attacks of the ro 
treating Russians, called on Oku for 
help. 

General Oku’s army was at the time 
fiercely enzaged, and for a few houre 
it seemed that the entire movement 
was doomed to failure. If thz 
mean

According to Cracow despatches, 
the Russian peasants’ Socialist patty 
have recently held several meetings 
in the Warsaw and 'Kieff Govern- 
ments, and have formulated their 
demands.

Their Royal Highnesses left Marlborough 
House at two o'clock, and drove vid Ald sate, 
Mile End-road, Bow-road, Stratford High- 
street, Bow Bridge, and West Ham.  Every- 
where cheering.crowds lined the route, and 
the outburst of enthusiasm which greeted the 
royal visitors on their arrival at East Ham 
town hall created a new record for the borough, 
which has the reputation of being difficult to 
rouse. Replying to an address of welcome 
read by the mayor, the Prince said it was 
difficult to realise that the population of East 
Ham had multiplied nearly twentyfold within 
tie past thirty years, and that one industry 
nlone gave em foyment to 10,000 local men. 
Tt was stated that in 1861 the population was 
less than 3,000; it is now about 115,000. At 
the conclusion of the-addresses the party 

roceeded to the new college, and the Prince 
ormally opened it with a golden key, fashioned 
in the workshops of the Goldsmiths' and 
Silversmiths' Company, 112 Regent Street. It 
bore the arms of his Royal Highness in enamel 
on the front, and the Corporation seal on the 
reverse, The ا‎ bes accommodation 
for 250 pupils, and class-rooms are provided 
for art, chemistry, electricity, plumbers' work, 
metal work, brick work, cookery, and laundry 
work.

tive. The first drill should be sown at the 
north side of those which are to follow, so 
that the line of plants from which all eatable 
produce has been gathered may afford pro. 
tection in the Autumn to those in full bear 
ing. The third week in April will be soou 
enough to make the first sowing in the south 
and ten or twelve days later in the north’ 
When the haulms are about 4in, high, they 
should have a littie soil drawn up to them оп 
either side, nnd then be staked, putting 4 
stake to each plant, These, if of the length 
indicated above, should be braced together by 
placing a series of bean-sticks horizontally on 
each side, at about 6ft. from the ground, and 
securing them in position by a series of cross 
ties made of tarred string, во as to prevent 
their being affected by rough winds, Contrary 
to custom, the plants should not be stopped, 
but should beallowed to grow uninterruptedly 
to their full height. And as the beans are 
gathered from the lower portion of the plants, 
others will form and develop higher цр, aud 
will continue to do во until the plants have 
reached the top of the supports or have been 
out down by frost. Thus grown, two or three 
sowings, according to the length of the rows, 
will be ample—one at the time mentioned 
above, and the others one and two months 
later, respectively. 

Carpet Gardening. 

There is an idea that the formation of 
“carpet gardening” is an expensive matter 
but Ta Tow of the beautiful though cheap 
hardy plants which ате so extensively used 
in the public parks are prooured, the portion 
of the lawn laid out in the manner describe! 
should not be at all expensive in arrange 
ment. The cheapest plants to get, and all 
are very effective, are: Veronica incana 
dwarf silvery leaves; Mentha Pule 
gibraltarica, Veronica Loudoniana, Herniaria 
glabra, all of which are dwarf in growth 
with dwarf green leaves; Oxalis corniculat« 
rubra—dark brown leaves; Ajuga reptans 
dwarf purple glossy leaves; Antennaria 
tomentosa—dwarf silvery leaves; Sempervi 
vuna montanum, californicum, arachnoi 
deum, and soboliferuam—butten-like succu 
lents; Sedums of various shades, Golden 
Pyrethrum, etc. Аз advised by Carters’, th:
